When the doors were opened there were 
seen a handful of tired and haggard- 
looking senators—senators who were wait- 
ing for the final reports from the confer- 


/ ees on the two bills yet in disqute. Finally 


Mr. Hale appeared with \both. The defi- 
ciency bill was quickly .passed and then 
came the final and closing fight on the 
naval bill and the price of armor, and 
for an armor plate factory. This was 
finally over, and the weary senators took 
a short recess. 

The house refused to agree to the senate 
amendment making an appropriation for 
the construction of reservoirs at the head 
waters of the Missouri river. Mr. Warren, 
republican, of Wyoming, who had fought 
for the retention of this amendment, 
yielded and the reportt was agreed to. 

At $:30 e’clock, Mr. Allison, of Iowa, pre- 
sented a partial report on the sundry civil 
bill. The gonferees still disagreed upon 
several: items, principal among which 
were the public building amendment and 
that providing Mr the construction of the 
Hawaiian cable. Both of these amend- 
ments aroused discussion. rs 

The senate then voted on Mr. Allison’s 
motion to recede from the remaining 
amendments in dispute, and it was carried, 
only three or four voices being heard in the 
negative. 

At 8:35 a. m, Mr. Hale presented the final 
conference report on th® naval appropria- 
tion bill, and it was submitted to the sén- 
ate. Mr. Hale made a statement concern- 
ing its provisions. ™ 

After some further discussion, the con- 
ference report was agreed to without di- 
vision.

Washingten, March 4.—With reference to 
his attempt today to secure recognition for 
the purpose of addressing the house, Gen- 
eral Wheeler said tonight: 

“Seeing there was nothing to be done in 
the house, I asked unanimous consent to 
speak for five minutes. I was not recog- 
nized, but Mr, Payne was notified to move 
a recess of five minutes. I then asked 
that before that motion was put that I be 
permitted to address the house for three 
minutes. If the gpeaker had submitted to 
my request, I am confident no member of 
tha house would have obfected. What I 
intended to say was as follows: 

‘No one freveres the constitution more 
than myself and I could not be induced to 
advocate a contruction contrary to the in- 
tent of its framers. 

“When I received the appointment as 
“major #ériéra! of volunteéts Iast May T was 
requested by persons whose desires T could 
not disregard not to résign my seat In con- 
gress. I found that during the present con- 
gress thirty-three of its members had heen 
appointed to offices and that none of them 
had. resigned their: seats in congress. I 
examined the. decisions and precedents on 
the subject and:foynd that during the 110 
years of the existence of our government 
hundreds, and - possibly thousands, of the 
members, of congress had. accepted offices 


during their terms-and. that none of them 


holding temporary offices like mine had ever 
been unseated. I found that the dectsions 
of the courts, even. inaluding four decisions 
quoted by General.

Stevens, J. C. Bunch and George F. Wes- 
ton, the state board of agriculture; Frank 
MoNeill and Samuel I. Rogers, railway 
commissioners to serve until April 6th, 

The senate refused to appropriate $10,000 
for waterworks and sewerage at the state 
university, but gave $5,000 for a gymnasium

The Kinston and Jacksonville railway was 
incorporated. 

The (house passed a bill giving state con- 
victs to a dozen counties for road work, 
upon request of county authorities, such 
counties to bear all expenses. Two of these 
counties, Alamance and Mecklenburg, are 
allowed to issue $100,000 each of road im- 
provement bonds. : 

. A bill also passed codifying the commer- 
cial laws. It was drafted by three members 
of the American Bar Association. 

The house passed the public school Dill 
practicaHy as it came from the senate, the 
present system of county adoption of books 
and the same books being retained for two 
years. This ends the greatest school book 
fight ever known here. » 

Dr. Abbott, republican, member of the 
railway commission, will contest the consti- 
tutionality of the law just ratified abolish- 
ing that commission and creating the cor- 
poration commission. If he wins, the two 
men elected today railway commissioners 
will continue after April Sth to serve in 
that capacity; if he loses, they and E. C.

BILLS PASSED BY CONGRESS. 


Legislation Enacted During the Last 
Week of the Session. 
Washington, March 4.—Several important 
bills of genera] legislation pending when 
the review of the legislation of the past con- 
€ress was made by the Associated Press a 
week ago have become laws since that sum- 
mary was published. The most, important 
of these are the army reorganization, the 
navy personnel bill, the bill providing a 
code of laws for Alaska, the omnibus claims 
bill and numerous important public build- 

ing bills. 

The project for the construction of a canal 
across the isthmus at Nicaragua made prog- 
ress to the extent that a provision was at- 
tached to the river and harbor appropria- 
tion bill providing for a very important in- 
quiry into the matter. ~ 

The addition of a provision to the army 
appropriation bill forbidding the granting 
of property franchises in Cuba was .also 
an important legislative act. 

Among the important projects which fall- 
ed to receive faverable attention in the 
closing days were those providing a Pacific 
cabie, for a government armor plant, for 
an anti-scalping law, for an eight-hour law 
and for a government for Hawaii. 

The navy personnel bil] completely reor- 
ganizes the navy and is the consummation 
of years of earnest effort by the navy de- 
\partment. The original army. bill was in- 
‘tended to meet the same want for the army, 
supplied to the navy by the personnel bill, 
but it failed, and the present bill is con- 
‘sidered defective in that it is only a tem- 
porary measure. It, however, increases the 
army to 100,000 and provides for the reten- 
‘tion of this number until; 1901. The omni 
claims bill provides for the settlement of 
several hundred claims, some of which are 
almost a hundred years old.

Washington, March 4.—The war depart- 
ment’s court of inquiry wound up its 
week’s work with half a day’s session to- 
Way, having exhausted its list of witnesses 
now on hand. The court will start for 
Chicago early next week. 

Just before the close of the session today 
a volunteer witness presented himself, but 
was not accepted. He wore an army uni- 


form and his name was Frank Rundas, late 


of the Third Nebraska, W. J. Bryan’s reg- 
iment. He had recently been discharged 
from the service, and was on his way home, 


he said. 

His story, in brief, was that he had 
served in the company kitchen with his 
command at Jacksonville, and that during 
a long period when the men were living 
on refrigerated beef, there was so much 
intestinal trouble among the men that the 
issue of this meat was stopped. At an- 
other “time he got hold of some refrig¢ra- 
tor meat in the kitchen that was such a 
pecilliar color that the attention of the 
company officers was called to it. The 
surgeon in charge examined it, so Rundas 
alleged, and remarked that the meat was 
“all right but had been prepared to send 
to Porto Rico, and since it had been issued 
the men had as well use it.’’ 

The meat was cooked, but al] the men 
who ate it were made sick. The inférence 
drawn was that this was some of the same 
Porto Rico beef which Dr. Daly had ana- 
lyzed and alleged to be chemically treated. 

Rundas said he was on his way heme 
but had stopped off in Washington to offer 
this information to the court of inquiry if 
they: thought it worth hearing. He pre- 
sented himself to Colonel Davis, the re- 
corder of the court, but was told that he 
would not be wanted as a witness. 

On being asked afterwards whether Run- 
das was to be called or why he had been 
rejected, Colonel Davis said: 

“I know nothing about the man. He has 
on a uniform, but that is no proof that he 
is a soldier, or ever has been. There are 
all sorts of Cranks and imposters who come 
up here and want to testify. As to this 
man, if he can identify himself and the 
court directs me to call him, I will do it.” 

The counsel for General Miles will inquire 
into the antecedents of this witness, and if 
he appears to be what he represents, he 
will be called, 

(Major Lee took up the cross-examina- 
tion and developed the fact that there had 
at times been complaints as to the beef, 
and that in one case 800 pounds of beef 
had been condemned. Witness said he had 
three official complaints of the beef at 
Jacksonville, 

Lieutenant Colonel Curtis Guild, of Bos- 
ton, who was attached to General Fitzhugh 
Lee’s staff as inspector general of the 
Seventh army corps, said his experience 
at Jacksonville had been very satisfac- 
tory. He had personally inspected many 
cars, finding very few sides of beef to 
which any exception could be taken. 

Of the canned. roast beef he had unofficia]- 
ly condemned 42,000 pounds at Jacksonville, 
which had been trans-shipped from New 
Orleans before it was delivered to the army 
in Jacksonville. He explained that a large 
shipment of roast beef had arrived at Jack- 
sonville. He explained that a large ship- 
ment of roast beef had arrived at Jack- 
sonville in a very offensive condition. He 
had picked out offensive smelling cases, 
amounting to 42,000 pounds, and called in 
the Jacksonville health officers, who con- 
demned it as a public nuisance, thus giving 
him the right to destroy it at once in the 
public crematory.

It 
is well to bear in mind that the selling 
movement last fall was largely overdone 
and the market declined more-than condi- 
tions justified, consequently the reaction to 
the neighborhood of 6c has been entirely 
legitimate, and it would be a very easy mat- 
ter for the market to advance to 7 or 7%c 
with anything like heavy speculation.

Their Weekly Requirements. 


COLD WAVE ALSO FAILED 


‘News Being of Bearish Nature Wheat 
Declined and Other Markets Fol- 
lowed the Leader. . 


Chicago, March 4,—The failure of the pre- 
dicted cold wave to materialize today, to- 
gether with the large shipments to Europe 
during the week, weakened wheat, and 
May closed %c lower. Corn lost %c and 
oats %@%c. Pork declined 12%¢c, lard Tec 
and ribs . | 

The world’s shipments of wheat and flour 
for the week were placed at near 9,000,000 
bushels, and the predicted cold wave, 
which caused so much apprehension yes- 
terday, had not put in an ance be- 
fore the time business commenced. With 
such juicy meat for their morning meal, 
the bears felt lusty and strong at the open- 
ing and knocked %c off the price of May 
wheat as soon as they got a good chance 
at it. The conclusion they had evidently 
come to on observing the heavy amount 
of the wheat foreigners had taken this 
week was that the latter did not know 
what they were about, ag the weekly re- 
quirements of foreign wheat by importing 
countries amounts to only 7,000,000 bush- 
els. To add to the bearishness, domestic 
receipts were liberal. Chicago received 133 
cars, against 44 the same day last year, and 
Minneapolis and Duluth 500, compared with 

@ year ago. Primary western market 
receipts all told were 636,000 bushels, where- 
as they were only 36,000 bushels the pre- 
vious year. Atlantic port clearances for 
the day were equal in wheat and flour to 
489,000 bushels. Liverpool reported demand 
very poor and prices 4d lower. Reports 
from California that the wheat crop pros- 
pects were critical on account of continued 
drougth caused éarly caused early sellers 
to become somewhat anxious, and a slight 
rally set in near the close.

New York, March 4.—The stock market 
today worked upward under the impetus 
of yesterday’s movement until the appear- 
ance of the bank statement showing a loss, 
of over $5,000,000 in the surplus reserve and 
another expansion in the loan account. 
Prices immediately gave way sharply in 
many shares, the recession being from 1 to 
2 points and leaving the standard stocks 
fractionally below yesterday’s figures. <A 
g00d tone prevailed on the London ex- 
change for Americans, but advices as to 
the nature of the purchases were conflict- 
ing, some intimating that the movement 
was initiated from this side, while others 
affirmed it to be confident buying for Eng- 
lish investment account, There were sharp 
advances early here in the Steel stocks, the 
Anthracites, Tobacce, Brooklyn ‘Transit, 
General Electric and the prominent rail- 
ways, the latter improving a nt in some 
cases. Reports of some of the large bull 
interests seemed to lend gupport to Burling- 
ton and the Steel stocks, ow York Air- 
brake was a very sirong spot after the ap- 
pearance of the bank statement, when 
everything sold off. Many of the early 
buyers threw over stocks and the market 
closed weak at the lowest. 

Stocks in w losses occurred for the 
week outnumber those which advanced 
over 2% to 1. The market opened with a 
show of strength on Monday, and there- 
after sagged until Friday, when a better 
tone prevaiied up to the appedrance of the 
bank statement, when prices again eased 
eff.

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Since the time of Charies Dickens, who 
sheathed his pen nearly thirty years ago, 
there has not arisen from the ranks of 
Engiish authcrs one who has more clever- 
ly interpreted the variant phases of human 
nature cr more completely captivated the 
enthusiasm of readers in both hemispheres 
than Rudyard Kipling; and consequently, 
wherever the stout pulse of the Anglo- 
Saxon beats on either side of the Atlantic 
there is felt the keenest solicitude in re- 
Gard to the condition of the distinguished 
sufferer who now lies iil in New York. 
Recent bulletins éncourage the hope that 
the worst is over, but the public will not 
Dreathe freely until the statements of the 
Physicians exclude the possibility of doubt. 
Writers are plentiful enough, but Iterary 
gfenius is entirely tvo scarce to admit of 
the loss of one so eminent in the domain 
of letters, Kipling is barely thirty-four 
but he has compelled the 
world to pay tribute to his extraordinary 
talents; and even if death should claim 
him at the present time, he would still 


‘be secure in his fame on account of the 


exceptional character of the work which 
he has accomplished up to date. Not sat- 
isfie@ with treading in beaten paths, he 
has opened fresh highways of thought and 
style, and in almost every line which has 
come from his pen there is distinctly man- 
ifest the creative power of the master. 
So original are his literary peculiarities, 
that one can scarcely detect in his books 


‘in any degree the influence of models or 


precedents. Most writers have achieved 
success through the ability which they have 
shown in describing some particular phase 
of life and character, but with almost 
Shakespearean versatility Kipling portrays 
in the most thorough and exact manner 
whatever conditions he happens to encoun- 
ter, whether EngHsh, American or ‘Indian. 
One of the most appreciative criticisms 
which we have yet seen of Kipling is the 
work of some writer on The Washington 
Times, who thus analyzes his genius: 

“Born in India, he made himself the 
interpreter of English life and thought rec- 
ognized as such at home and abroad. 
Thoroughly English in character, he has 
yet recorded the inmost life of the Hindu; 
and that is no smal! thing to do, for rare- 
ly does the conquering race understand the 
ecnquered.” He is not a soldier, or a me- 
chanic, or_.a sailor, or a hunter, yet he 
portrays the lives of all these by a sort 
of intuition, After some six months’ resi- 
cence in Vermont, he wrote ‘The Watking 
Delegate,’ & story.in which the local color 
is perfect, Ahree or four. American dialects 
are accurately used, an@ the labor situa- 
ion in America satirized as no American 
could have done It. : 

“His latest achievement, however, ¢. in 
some ways greater than all the rest. In 
the three poems, ‘Recessional,’ ‘The Truce 
of the Bear’ and ‘The White Man's Bur- 
den,’ he entered that most dangerous field 
for the man of letters, the field of inter- 
national relations. Each of these poems 
in its different way handles a great na- 
tional problem with the same sure, skillful 
touch that the authordispiays in writing 
of the affairs of a little hil station in 
India. At the height of England’s pride, 
during the magnificent show of power and 


. Wealth which atiracted all the world at 


the ‘queen's jubilee,’ came the warning note 
of the ‘Recessional.’ When the world was 
half deceived by the message of the czar 
and the treacherous quiet of Europe, Kip- 
ling sent forth ‘The Truce of the Bear.’ 
And at this period of critical moment in 
the national policy of America, ‘The White 
Man's Burden’ came from over the seas 
to outline with a definite and assured touch 
the only safe course for a great nation to 
pursue toward its dependent colonies. Kip- 
ling has proved that, although a poet, he 
has the gensitiveness to national conditions 
and the far-seeing eye of the man of 
affairs. 3 

“Perhaps the most marked quality in his 
work is its fearlessness. He has never 
hesitated to leave the beaten track, even 
when it was his ewn. He has adventured 
in all fields in turn, and compelied admi- 
ration in every one. Like one of his own 
heroes, iie ‘has ‘taken the werid by the 
Shoulders.’ No other writer of his time 
has ha@ to face such a storm of disappro- 
bation, No other has so swiftly forced 
critics to praise him. It is a curious fact 
that, with the possible exception of ‘The 
Jungle Books,’ not one of his works since 
the first has been met with anything like 
unqualified approval on the part of the 
Public. In the case of every new work, 
the first verdict has been that the author 
has made a mistake :n leaving familiar 
ground, or that his styletis deteriorating. 
Yet, before the season closed each book has 


' proved more popular than any of its pre- 


decessors. When “The Seven Seas’ appear- 
ed, hundreds declared that it was not po- 
etry, and that the author was utterly un- 
able to write poetry; yet it now seems cer- 
tain that he will be known as a poet rather 
than as a novelist, and that his later works, 
with few exceptions, are greater in con- 
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pare for press all telegrams of-the day.

He liked to work 
in London, and occupied chambers in Vil- 
liers street, just opposite Charing Cross 
station. where he tlabored frequently 
throughout the day and far into the night, 
for he grew enthusiastic over some pet 
idea and was loath to leave it unt!) it had 
taken to itself something like permanent 
form. This kind of thing can be overdone, 
however, and Kipling’s health was serious- 
ly affected by it. After the completion of 
his first novel, ‘“‘The Light That Fatled,” 
he found it necessary to take a long rest. 
Besides that book, and the others previous- 
ly mentioned, the following make in all a 
full list of all works published by Kipling: 
“Life’s Handicap,”’ a collection of. tales, 
mostly oriental; ‘Ballads and Barrack 
Room Ballads,’’ ‘“‘“Many Inventions,” “The 
Jungle Book” and “The Second Jungle 
Book,”’ “The Story of the Gadsbys,” ““The 
Seven Seas” and “Captains Courageous.” 
He had further finished a serial in Mc- 
Clure’s Magazine, called “Stalky & Co., a 
story for boys, which is soon to be pub- 
lished in book form. Kipling was married 
January 19, 1892, in London, to Miss Bale- 
stier, sister of the young American novel- 
ist, Wolcott Balestier, who died in Dresden 
fn 1891, and with whom Kipling collaborated 
in the story called ‘‘The Naulakha.” Short- 
ly after his marriage Kipling purchased the 
beautiful home at Brattleboro, Vt., where 
he spends most of his time when on this 
side of the Affantic. Of the many rare 
gems of verse which have come from the 
pen of Kipling the most exquisite is ‘*The 
Recessional.”’

We have received the full set of volumes 
composing this standard work, which con- 
tains the entire number of Mr: Stoddard’s 


travel lectures and views. Altogether there 
are thirty lectures, nearly four 
thousand pages of description and about 
four thousand views. The prodigality of 
illustration which the work presents can 
be more quickly understood from the fact 
that it would take a person more than one 
week, working ten hours each day, to turn 
all the pages of the Stoddard lectures 


and look at the pictures, devoting but 
one minute to each. These pictures are as 
beautiful as they are numerous, each of 
them giving evidence of the touch of an 
artist hand, and they present the notable 
sights, scenes and objects in the world in 
such vivid manner that they convey com- 
prehensive ideas of the subjects.

When genial Ben King with tragic sud- 
denness shuffled off this mortal coil some 
five years ago at Bowling Green, Ky., there 
passed into eclipse one of the oddest char- 
acters of the present generation. In his 
literary style Ben King was quaintly orig- 
inal. Most of his productions were written 
in the drollest veins of humor, but he was 
equally at home in the veins of sentiment 
and pathos, and whatever came from his 
pen found ready appreciation and favor 
with the public. On the death of Ben King 
the first edition of his works appeared, 
but since that time other editions have 
followed in quick succession, and today the’ 
popular appreciation of this odd genius re- 
mains as universal and as deep as ever. 
In the volume under review some of the 
productions of the author are published 
for the first time. This fragment is char- 
acteristic of the author: ‘

WHERE PILATE WAS BORN. 


If the Tradition Is Correct His Birth- 

place Was in Scotland. 

There is something almost incongrous in 
the tradition which associates the birth- 
place of Pilate with the intensely religious 
atmosphere of Scotland, but there are 
strong grounds for the belief that Pilate 
was born near Perth. Here are the sup- 
posed facts upon which thé tradition 
rests: 

Shortly before the birth of Christ an em- 
bassy was sent to Scotland by Caesar Au- 
gustus, one of the ambassadors being the 
father of Pontius Pilate. The Romans were 
courteously received by Metallaus or Metal- 
lanus, the Caledonian chief or petty king, 
and were conducted to his primitive resi- 
dence, near Fortingall. By'‘a rather wun- 
vsual circumstance it apvears that the 
mother of Pontius Pilate had accompanied 
her husband on this embassy, and it Js as- 
serted that the future governor of Judea 
was born in this remote district. 

‘There can be no doubt of the “act trat 
Caesar Augustus sent an embassy to Scot- 
land about the beginning of the Christian 
ern, and Metallanus was the name of a 
Scottish ruler who began his reign about 
2B. Cc. The remains of a Roman camp 
ate still visible near Fortingall, though its 
origin is usually assigned to a later date, 
but there is every probability that the Cale- 
donians had a settlement in: the neighbor- 
hood at an early period. Indeed, it is 
traditionally reported that Agricola had a 
fierce contest with Caractacus, the eucces- 
sor of Metallanus, on this very spot. On 
the other hhand, it does not seem likely that 
a delicately nurtured Roman lady would 
have left her villa on the Tiber and braved 
the dangers of a long sea voyage and risked. 
her life and that of her unborn babe among 
the barbarins of this distant isle. No men- 
tion of Pilate’s father is found anywhere 
save in this Scottish tradition. The early 
life of Pilate is unknown, and nearly all 
that Is recorded of him is contained in the 
works of Josephus. There is not, therefore, 
a Roman version of his birth to set against 
the tradition, and possibly that may account 
for the invention of the story as an after- 
thought. The mission of the Roman am- 
bassadors was.successful and that.they es- 
tablished with Metellanus ‘‘an amitie with 
the Romans, which continued betwixt them 
and his kingdom for a long time after.’’ 
It ts remotely possible, therefore, that Pon- 
tius Pilate may have been born in Scotland.

In 1870 the late Sir Robert Christian made a 

Scientific examination of the Fortingall yew 

and calculated that when Daines Barring- 

ton measured the tree in 1768-69 it must have | 
been at least 3,000 years gld. Though re- 

duced to a mere shell, this’ yew still carries 

profuse foliage, and may justly be regarded’ 
as one of the wonders of the vegetable 

world. One may doubt the Pontius Pilate 

legend, but it ig beyond question that the 

Fortingall yew was a goodly tree 1,000 years 

before the birth of Christ. 


DR. ABBOTT'S FAREWELL SERMON 


The Pastor of Plymouth Church Tells 
the Congregation Goodby. 

On last Sunday morning Dr. Lyman Ab- 
bott formally closed his pastorate of twelve 
years at Plymouth church in Brooklyn. 
In bidding farewell to the congregation 
which he had served so long, Dr. Abbott 
based his remarks upon the text: ““‘Whom, 
therefore, without knowing Him ye wor- 
ship, Him delare I unto you.”’ Acts xvii, 
23. 


Dr. Abbott stated that this brief frag- 
ment of scripture epitomized the gospel 
which he had faithfully endeavored to 
preach in Plymouth church since he first 
assumed the mantle of Mr. Beecher. Among 
other things, he said: 

“I have not been and do not wish to be 
able to discuss philosophical oe. 
Christ. I leave to others to determine what 
is the relation of Christ to the Everlasting 
Father. I do not know, and I do not much 
care to know. To me Christ is less an ob- 
ject of knowledge than of simple reverence 
and love. If I took the words of the old 
creeds and the older Bibles as philosophi- 
cal statements to ‘be tested in the intel- 
lectual laboratory, I should have to doubt 
them. If I take them as expressions of an 
intense, exuberant, loyal love, I rejoice in 
them. 

“Calvary is no spectacular drama, en- 
acted to bring tears to human eyes. Sac- 
rifice runs through all history, beginning 
with the lowest germ ywhich cannot give 
birth to another without dividing itself. 
Sacrifice is not the condition of God’s for- 
giveness, but the way in which He does 
forgive. Through this crevice in history I 
look, and I see the heart of God suffering 
throughout eternity, so long as there is 
suffering and sin in the world. I see no 
theatric exhibition. I see no plan of sal- 
vation. I see no scheme contrived. I see 
the heart of the Almighty, eternalHy kind. 
There is no love that is not suffering love. 
so long as the loved one suffers. Some of 
you have said, “Why can’t you god on 
preaching Sunday mornings and drop all 
pastoral care?’’ Why, do you suppose I 
could? Do you think I could preach to sor- 
rowing ones if I did not enter into their 
sorrows; preach to doubting and sceptical 
ones if their doubts did not reawaken 
doubts in me? No pastor can preach who 
fioes not suffer with his people. Through 
my poor, little, feeble experience T.look, 
and I see the great historic fact—God ear- 
ing the sins and burdens of His ignorant 
and unworthy children, and helping them 
by bearing their burdens. 

“The religion, then, that I have tried to 
preach to you has been: certainly something 
more than theology or ritualism or, ethical 
rules = a. The og rage religion 
seems to ..to be seeing this Christ,: try- 
inte to fatto Eatin tea trite to cmntiice.

Christmas [In a 
drunken carousal, 
spent the night drinking and playing cards. 

The defeat of the Union forces at Bull 
Run in 1861 is believed to thawe been due 
to the intoxication of officers. Colonel Dix- 
on S. Miles, of the regular army, in charge 
of the Fifth division under General Mac- 
Dowell, was tried in July, 1861, Ly court- 
martial, for drunkenness, charged with be- 
ing too drunk on the day of the battle of 
Bull Run to know what he was about, 
and failed to bring up the reserves. On the 
trial fifteen persons swore they saw him 
drunk; fifteen swore they did not see him 
drunk, and he was acquitted. 

At the fight of Warwick Creek, In 1862, 
the commanding officer was reported to 
have been so drunk that he fell twice from 
his horse. As a result, two companies of 
Vermont troops stood in the marsh for 
fifty minutes without support, subjected to 
a steady fire from the confeder@tes. When 
Representative Morrill, late United States 
senator from Vermont, heard of this need- 
less exposure and sacrifice of the lives of 
soldiers from his state, he introduced in 
congress and that body adopted a resolution 
directing that ‘‘all officers found guilty of 
habitual intoxication be expelled from the 
army.”’ 

At one time the army of the Potomac 
was in great peril on account of the indul- 
gence of the commanding general, ‘‘Fight- 
ing Joe Hooker,’’ whose drinking finally 
50 aiarmed many of the soldiers, all of 
whom loved him as few generals have been 
loved ‘by their troops, that one of the chap- 
lains felt it to be his duty to call upon 


4 General Hooker and tell him of the anxiety 


of his men and warn him of.the possib:ie 
result of his continued indulgence both 
to himself and the nation. General Hooker 
thanked the chaplain for his manly course 
in reproving him and assured him that the 
army should not have occasion again to 
be anxious on account of his use of liquor. 
There wads an immediate change in his 
habits. Lee’s army was at that time en- 
camped only a few miles away. Had it 
attacked the union troops while Hooker 
was under the influence of Hquor and 
had the union troops been defeated, the fate 
of the war migl@ have been decided in 
favor of the south instead of the north. 
General Prentiss said, at a public meet- 
ing in Washington, before the close of the 
civil war: “‘Rum and drunken officers have 
done more to defeat and demoralize our 
armies than ail rebeldom could do—that 
if the appointing power had made temper- 
ance in our officers an indispensable quali- 
fication the war would have closed long 


ere this.’’ 


General McClellan is reported to have 
said: “It is impossible to estimate the 


benefits that would accrue to the service 


from the adoption of a resolution of total 
abstinence by the officers. To set their 


men an example of total abstinence from 


intoxicating drinks would be worth 50,000 
men to the armies of the United States.” 

Abraham Lincoln said that drunkenness 
in the army was a very great evil. So 
serious did the evil finally become that 
the sutler system, the cause of much of 
the drunkenness among the soldiers, was 
banished from the camps.

The Proposed Ecclesiastical Display at 
the World’s Fair. 
Rome Correspondence London Pall Mall 

Gazette. 

Cardinal Richard, archbishop of Paris, ts 
at present in Rome for the purpose of lay- 
ing before Pope Leo XIII his project for 
organizing at the exposition in Paris in 
1900 somé appropriate display of ecclesiat- 
ical history, relics and art illustrative of 
all forms of religions, but especially of the 
Catholic faith. 

This project was first suggested some five 
or six years ago, and the pope at the outset 
expressed himself in favor of the idea, but 
when he became more fully acquainted 
with the details, he refused to take part 
in the scheme. Of course, without the ad- 
hesion of the church of Rome, both be- 
cause of the importance of the Catholic 
religion and because it Is the faith of the 
country where the exhibition is to be held, 
the idea had to be abandoned. 

Now it is revived under another form, 
namely, that the vatican should participate 
in a kind of religious exhibition resembling, 
but-on a larger scale, the religious and mis- 
sionary. show so much admired last year at 
the fair in Turin. 

If the scheme i{s\carried out it will em- 
brace most of the important events in the 
history of the church since the beginning 
of Christianity down to our days, reproduc- 
tions of the monuments connected with the 
church, such as the Holy Sepulchre, Cal- 
Vary, the Mount of Olives, the Catacombs, 
and most of the principal churches and 
shrines, Moreover, there would be repre- 
Sentations of musical religious master- 
pieces, and a museum of sculpture and the 
best paintings of religious subjects. Ac- 
cording to thé promoters, this scheme 
should result in the apotheosis of Catholic- 
ism at the opening of the twentieth cen-

ALABAMA’S GREAT BAPTIST.

One of. the most distinguished of Ala- 
bama Baptists has passed away in the 
recent death of Dr. William C. Cleveland, 
of that state. For more than ten years 
Dr. Cleveland presided over, the annual 
conventions of Alabama Baptists and pro- 
found sorrow is felt n&t only througnout 
Alabama, but throughout this entire sec- 
tion over the death of this revered father 
in Israel. In speaking of him Dr. George 
B. Eager, in The Alabama Baptist, says: 

‘In the death of Dr. Cleveland the Bap- 
tists of Alabama lose a cherished and chiv- 
alric leader, one who, first and last, had 
sustained the most sacred and tender re- 
lations to a host of our people as their 
trusted and trustworthy pastor, and one 
who, serving respectively as editor of the 
‘Alabama Baptist, member of the. state 
board of missions, president of the board 
of ministerial education, and president of 
the Alabama Baptist state convention, re- 
ceived and wore worthily the -highest 
honors within the gift of his brethren, and 
was felt for good in all the life and coun- 
sels of our people. Dr. Cleveland was a 
native of Alabama, and never lived outside 
of the state. He was born in Dallas coun- 
ty, June 22, 1835. His father, of whom men 
now living have clear and vivid recollec- 
tions, Deacon Carter H. Cleveland, was 
one ot the most prominent citizens of that 
county, and one of the most influential 
laymen in the state; as. Dr. Renfroe wrote 
of him, “he was wealthy, intelligent, wise 
and upright.’ ’’ 


UNCLE JOHN M’MICHAETL. 


Fifty-Four Times This Patriarch Has 
Read the Bible Through. 
Newnan, Ga, February 27.—(Special.)— 
There lives in Coweta county a man who 
has read the Bible through more times, 
probably, than any other person in the 


state, and possibly more times than any 


person in the world living in the present 
day. His name is John McMichael, and, 
according to his statement, he has read 
the Bible through from Genesis to Revela- 
tions fifty-four times, and at.present is 
reading in the Acts of the Apostles, and 
when he finishes the remaining books of 
the New Testament, it will be the fifty- 
fifth reading of the whole Bible. Ele has 
kept no record of the number of times he 
has read the New Testament, but stated 
that it was probably one hundred times, 
or more. 

“Uncle John,” as he is familiarly known, 
lives about four miles frcm Newnan, near 
White Oak creek, and pursves the hum- 
bie and honest vocation of one who tills 
the soil. He was born in Jasper county, 
Georgia, and moved to this county nearly 
sixty years ago. Eighty-one times he has 
seen the ‘weary winter’s sun freturn.”’ 
Uncle John has been married three times, 
and has twenty-two children, thirteen of 
whom are now living; twenty-three grand- 
children, and twenty great-grandchildren. 
This was the number of his lineal de- 
scendants when the last family census was 
taken, but since that time they have scat- 
tered through the states of Texas, Ala- 
bama and Georgia, and have probably in- 
creased in number. 

In 1836 he enlisted and served in the In- 
dian war with Captain Joseph. Burke's 
company, of which company he is the last 
surviving member. This fact has. hindered 
him from -obtaining.a pension for servig¢gs 
in the Indian war, to which he is entitled, 
as there is no one to prove his claim. He 
also fought.in the div war for two years, 
He is firmly fixed in the Primitive Baptist 
faith, of which church he has been a mem, 
ber for forty-two,yyears. Upon conversion 
he felt it his duty to find out all he coud 
from the Scriptures, which led him to read 
them as much as he has. He never reada a 
newspaper of any description, but devotes

hig spare moments and Sundays to the 
Scriptures. Durfng the last three years he 
has read through the Bible five times, and 
sometimes, on Sundays, he has read as 
many as seventy-five chapters. He has 
worn out one or two Bibles, and now needs 
another one, with larger print. No claim 
is made by him.to being a great ‘Bible 
scholar,’’ but he is rather inclined to deny 
being one. 

Upon a request to furnish his picture for 
the paper, he replied that he never in his 
life had one taken, and that it violated his 
religious belief. Finally he was prevailed 
upon to temporarily lay aside his objec- 
tions, and to go to the photographer's. The 
picture here presented shows him as he is 
today, and is his first likeness.. While he 
is fairly well reserved, his feeble walk and 
shrunken features are the scarfs of battle 
gained in an eighty-odd years’ encounter 
with the roughness of fhe ‘world. The 
Bible in his hand was placed there at his 
own request... When the-question arose as 
to whether he should be photographed: fil 
length or only half, Uncle John got rest- 
less under the discussion, and finally said 
that he didn’t want any half-way busi- 
ness in the matter, that he wanted a good 
job even if he had to pay for it himself. As 
he was leaving the gallery, in tender tones 
he fut in an order for one extra photo- 
graph for his baby child.

ONE SCENE OF DESOLATION 


Pathetic Word Picture Which Will 
Appeal to Thousands of Our 
People. a

Brunswick, Ga., March 4.—(Special..)— 
What a host of pleasant memories to many 
of you the name of St. Simons recalls. 
As soon as the red bird trills. of spring, and 
the mocker warbles at midnights promising 
summer, and the buds burst from every 
tree; the thought of hundreds turn to-, 
ward the shimmering sands and: lapping 
waters and caressing breezes of this pleas- 
ure lund, The long sweet. days, the enchant- 
ing dreams of those who woo them, delight- 
ful lovemaking for those inclined, rollick- 
ing fun and enjoyment for the gay, and re- 
cuperating pleasure for all. 

Some of you reccollecting the news of 
the tidal wave of last October ask what 
of St. Simons now. Now? a scene of des- 
olation meets the eye everywhere. 

A few days since a bicycle party was. 
arranged complimentary to some Visiting 
ladies, so that they might see what the 
storm had jeft of our beautiful island. 
The little Egmont is the mail and passen- 
ger boat between the mills and Bruns- 
wick; as the ocean pier was -washed away, 
no other landing is possible... 

Asking my husband’s approval of our 
joining the party, he exclaimed, the Eg-, 
mont! I can’t risk my life on that boat, 
why the last time I saw her she was up in 
a tree on Crispen island, (a fact) you may 
go however.” 

Appreciating this unselfish concession, 
I joined the party and we found the little 
favorite nicely fixed up, and apparently in 
better condition than before her perch, ard 
the company was gay and comfortable as 
they could desire to be. 

The landing at the mills has been re- 
paired, though the loss in warehouses and 
drying kilns was considerable. The schovl- 
house, which is back from the village, 
floated about the marsh, but of course 
couldn’t get away. 

The ride to the beach was one scens of 
desolation—the excellent roa@ washed untfl 
almost impassable—the thriftless negroes 
gorged with wreckage, sunning themselves 
with no thought of the morrow.. Midway 
the island the drift brought by the tide is 
lodged in tree ind vine eight and ten feet 
above the ground, showing the depth of 
water at the flood. 

When we came out on the beach at Ar- 
nold’s, the first shock greeted us; looking 
seaward, one wild expanse of beach and 
gleaming water; the friendly settlement of 
fourteen comfortable summer homes which 
nestle@ on the high ground between Hotel 
St. Simons and the Oceanview bathhouse, 
all gone—not even a pile of drift to tell 
the tale. I saw two old crossties, indicat- 
ing the probability of a railroad once in 
existence. Not a shrub to break the view. 

An onlooker from Arnolki’s, at the time 
of the storm, says many of the houses 
went out to sea like boats. 

Down on the beach, where a half tide 
greeted us, a broken water pipe came 
through: the sand, pointing the probable lo- 
cation of a delightful house where months 
were dreamed away by us last summer; and 
outside of this it is impossible to locate the. 
building site Of these cottages. 

Arnold’s Oceanview hotel, that unique 
sky scraper, was lifted from its pillars and 
carried some feet, an@ set down again 
without overturning, badly wrecked, how- 
ever, and all its additions torn away. * 

The little chapel was carried inland sey- 
eral yards and the seats, reading desk, pul- 
pit, etc., all b n and piled tegether, . 

Fostér’s harldsdme Cottage is a ¢omplété 
wreck, and gets on one side in the edge of 
the marsh, of all its beautiful furnishings 
not a piece for a souvenir even; as we 
neared this cottage we saw two piano legs 
in a pile of drift, the body is said to be 
in the marsh. 

Hotel St. Simons is indicated by a few 
bricks, melted water pipes and a pile 


-of ashes—a cart load could carry them 


away. Some of its cottages lie dashed to- 
gether, all broken, probably caught, as they 
drifted back from the marsh with the re- 
ceding water. . Today the sin in the zenith 


illuminates the waste of placid, glistening 
water—not a cloud floats in the sky and 


the shining sands tell no tale of that 
frightful October day. 

As you drive around the beach you see 
the Nightengale ccttage tossed back against 
the sand dunes a complete wreck, guarded 
by the old ship’s side, which strongly rivit- 
ed has lain for years in’the sands on their 
beach. 

The Downing’s elegant $8,000 summer 
home, broken in twain, lifted several yards 
out of place a pitiful wreck, clean swept, 
every door off its hinges, a rag of curtain’ 
at one window is all that remains ‘of its 
handsome appointments. 

A spacious next-door neighbor, the home 
of lavish hospitality to our boys in biue 
last summer, has two rooms left—filled with 
the most indescribable mass of debris, 
chiffoniers, chairs, a refrigerajtor, all 
thrown .together in these rooms. 

A. dozen or more nice cottages in this 


community entirely gone. 


I saw embedded in the sand the hand- 
Somely carved headboard of a bedstead an 
a portion of a child’s crib. : 

The hospitable Waycross colony has a 
few cottages left, all huddled together, the 
pavilion gone, 

The Pier pavilion, that familiar stamp- 
ing ground, has passed away also. I saw 
& portion of one of the arches under a 
fallen tree on the parade ground. 

Recalling this encampment—the thou- 
sand goodly men who composed it—I can 
but exclaim, how fortunate that those sons 
of Mars hadi departed before the waves 
Swept their tented’ field. : 

A gentleman, accidently at the light- 
house, says that it rocked like a pine in a 
storm, 

The commodious Ocean Pier, so nicely 
arranged last summer, has but a few piling 
left, to which an occasional tugboat ties 
up to awaiting a signal frgm the bar—noth- 
ing more, 

I have briefly described the wreckage, 
but you must understand that this is lite- 
rally all that is left—not an inhabitable 
cottage remains of all that attractive so- 
cial life, 

A portion of the old confederate breast- 
works, which have stood the storms of 
thirty odd winters, outlining the beach, 
still rears a@ monumental head, all grass 
grown. But just beyon@, prone upon the 
beach, liés Uncle Sam’s old Columbiards— 
what a contrast to the days when they 
hurled fire jand destruction from Fort 
Pulaski, 

It was an easy transition to recall those 
sunny days of less than a year ago, when 
we would stand bravely upon the forts 
which were to be Brunswick harbor de- 
fense; built of ballast rock, timbers and

believed that there was much of interest to women that-a woman writer could 


best present. 


BY ISMA DOOLY. 
AVING spent five days in Havana, 


J ona every hour of those days in 
sight-seeing, and realizing that five 


times that many days would not be suf- 
ficient to know in even a limited degree the 
real status, historical, political and social, 
of the town, I marvel at the temerity of 
those writers who, spending two or three 
days in the quaint old city of Havana, re- 
turn to the states and give to their readers 
as actual facts what is merely the personal 
impression made upon them by these few 
days of trivial on-looking. There is much 


Cuban and Spanish literature from which 
accurate facts may be gleaned, and which, 


embellished with. personal observations, 
ake some very interesting reading mat-* 
ter. But that cosmopolitan city, with its 
possibilities for development into a great 
municipality; its present smothering influ- 
ences of immortality, the inevitable results 
of ignorance and oppression; its present 
political uncertainty, the average Cuban 
admiring, but distrusting, his American 
protector, furnish a theme of study that 
makes the philobopher, the politician, the 
financier, hesitate before expressing more 
than his theory in regard to what the real 
situation in Havana is from every stand- 
point. ; 

I had read so much. for the past few 
months about the wretched sanitary condi- 
tion of the city and the immorality of the 
lower classes that I determined to be sat- 
isfied with the observations of those who 
had apparently scrupulously studied the 
situation and to look no further in that 
direction. 

But I must acknowledge that there were 
eeveral occasions when I had to use my 
smelling bottle in realization of the former 
condition, and when I longed for the be- 
coming mantilla to veil my face against 
realization of the latter condition. But 
there was so much that was interesting, 
quaint and beautiful in the old city that it 
is possible for the tourist, in face of re- 
volting realities, to enjoy the city, appre- 
clating what its development may be un- 
der the proper protectorate and direction. 

I will not hesitate to express fully my 
enthusiasm over the quaint beauty of Ha- 
‘ana and its environment, for, although it 
was my first glimpse of a foreign land, I 
found that the members of my party who 
had all enjoyed Buropedn travel, were 
equally enthusiastic, marveling at the 
beauty of that picture in which is first 
‘revealed Morro’ castle to the American 
tourist entering the Havana harbor, 

When I saw in the distance the massive 
fortress tipped with the radiant colors of 
the American and Cuban flags, and saw 
beating against the green terraces at its 
base the vivid blue waves, reflecting the 
game color from the clear heaven above, 
and illumined by the rays of a glorious 
tropical sun, I realized what inspired the 
fondness of our tropical nations for vivid 


| coloring. Anything but that would be of 


deadly pallor to their bright eyes, accus- 


-tomed to the radiance of the sky above 


and the sea below, that make so pic- 
turesque the historic fortifications of Morro 


- castle.

blance as our boat glide@ into the harbor, 
and the fortifications of Morro castle seem- 
ed to merge into those of Cabanas, a 
forteess directly opposite the gates of Ha- 
vana. 

But the mute admiration with which I 
gazed at Cabanas was interrupted by an- 
other picture that mingledsan inspiration 
to patriotism with material for admiration, 
for anchored just beyond I beheld in majes- 
tic beauty a part of our American fleet.

of that vessel. With him were ¢everal 

American friends, and rescued f:cm the 

confusion of foreign tongues, we found our- 

selves skimming across the blue waves and 

soon landed at the gates of Havana. 

The American soldiers on guard there 
greeted us with welcoming smi'es, as they 
kept back the brigade of little Cuban ur 
chins, scrambling for,our valises and boxes 
or anything to which, by means honest or 
dishonest they could fasten their dusky 
fingers. 

Having passed fhrough the great iron 
gates swung between massive columns of 
tie sea rock, the basis of the substan:'al 
structures of the island, we were encoun- 
tered by anything but the gracious presence 
of the custom ‘house officiale who dctse- 
crated the contents of feminine baggege 
with no more consideration than they did 


the goods and chattels of the frowning 
American gentleman. 


Luggage examined, we stepped into the 
little vehicle awaiting us, which may be- 
called the “abode on wheels” of the people 
of Havana, for rich and poor alike spend 
apparently most of their time riding in these 
little vehicles, low and two-seated like the 
modern victoria. :

ing themselves in the lace draperies*of the 
windows and beds of sleeping apartments, 
indulge in nocturnal fetes that pepper the 
face and hands of the slumbering Ameri- 
can visitors. 

As I drove up the narrow streets, hedged. 
in by walls compactly built and seldom 


“more than. two-stories high, I was impress- 


ed with the fact that the inhabitants were 
justified in living in the streets, since the 
iron Lars, painted white and inclosing every 
door and window, most of them opening 
only a few inches above the ground, gave 
these buildings a cage-like appearance, op- 
pressive even to look at. 

Another fact that impressed me before I 
was in the city ten minutes was the ab- 
solute idleness of everybody. The shop- 
keepers were seated with quiet ease just 
inside or outside the doors; half-clad wo- 
men were seated on the pavement, children 
playing around them as thick as files, Peer- 
ing through the windows I saw idle women 
fondling naked infants, and I was irritatel 
by their depressing jaziness and felt like 
saying: “‘Do not smile at me like that, but 
go and wash your babies and sweep the 
orange peels and everything else from in 
front of your doors.”” 

But as I gradually saw more fully the 
conditions of their surroundings and appre- 
ciated that it was not the fault of individ- 
uals but the condition of a harmless race 
struggling for years under the oppression 
of a powerful one, I was moved to pity, 
especially when so many little emactated, 
diseased and even deformed hands were 
extended to me for alms. 

It ‘was pleasing to’ see, however, that the 
starved condition @f many of these had not 
deprived them of the innocent deviltry_that

should animate child life, for emerging 
from one of the narrow streetg into the 
great squaré of the city, upon which are 
many of the notably interesting buildings, 
our carriage was stopped by a motley 
gathering: A pompovs little Cuban police- 
was was flourishing his club at the bars of 
an upstairs window, where two,dark-eyed 
youngsters gtood gloating over the situa« 
tion, while in the crowd Leneath were two 
loquacious old women talking ih the wild- 
est and most excited fashion, ‘their heads 
unprotected by the mantillas worn at all 
times by the Cuban women. 

With a fishhook attached to a long string 
the juvenile culprits, protected by the iron 
bars, had amused themselves catching the 
mantillas from the heads of the women 
passing underneath, and at the moment we 
passed were taunting their victims by hold- 
ing the Leloved headgear just out of reach.

Reaching the hotel, I did not have time | 
to complain very much over the limitations

As we left the Hotel Ingieterra to go to

THE BIG BANQUET 
IN HONOR OF GEN. 
MG@XIME YOUNG 


The banquet givén’ the Cuban leader, 
Gomez, in Havana, a week ago last night, 
is said to have been not oniy one of the 
most magnificent occasions, but one of the 
most significaht in the history of that city. 
From an American standpoint, it was in- 
teresting, exciting and very picturesque. 

The banquet was a compliment from the 
leading citizens of Havana to Gomez, and 


bans and Americans in the city, including 
many of the army and navy officers in 
their full-dress uniforms. The Theater 
Tacon was the scene of the banquet. It is 
an ample structure, being about twice the 
size of our opera house here, and having, 
like the French opera house of New Or- 
leans, tier after tier of boxes. 

These, the night of: the banquet were filled 
with the aristocratic beauties of Havana, 
who never emerge from their secluded 
homes, save on state occasions, when in 
the splerdor of thei lace and jewels they 
throw aside their cloister life and closely 
attended by their liege lords, lend the bril-" 
liancy and sparkle of their présence mo- 
mentarily to Cuba’s social jife, 

Garlands of palms and roses, rich tropi- 
cal plants afd foliage concealed every 
available space in the interior of the thea- 
ter. The American and Cuban flags ftiut- 
tered from all sides and the lights were 
shaded by colored globes that gave a rose 
ate effect to the fluminations. 

The banquet table was in the form of @ 
hollow square, around which were seated 
the several hundred guests. “ 

The table, with the exception of the rich 
foliage used in profusion, was decorated in 
deep pink roses, set closely together either 
in pyramids several feet high, or plateau 
effects in the shape of hearts, flags and all 
kinds of insignia, both American and Cu- 
ban. The glassware used was red, green 
and amber colored, and,the mode of serving 
the wine seemed to alternate the red and 
white wines, of which comparatively little 
was imbibed. 5 | 

Conspicuously seated at the head of the 
table, between Governor Ludlow and Gen- 


man, looking as much like a Japanese as 
any other countryman. Small in stature 
‘bronze colored and with a white moustache 
and small beard, he might have been de- 
clared an insignificant figure had I not 
been close endugh to note the height and 
breadth of his massivé foréhead and the 
gieam and fire of his coal black eyes.

EDUCATIONAL WORK 


In a series of interesting articles being 
contributed by Mrs. W. B. Lowe to The 
Club Woman, one of the leading publica- 
tions of Boston, she brings out many in- 
teresting facts pertaining to the club wo- 
man and her relation to educational work 
in the various states. Relative to woman's 
work in this line in Georgia, she writes: 

‘One year ago the State Federation of 
Georgia fappointed an educational com- 
mittee. There are thirty-five clubs in the 
federation, and inh each club we find a 
committée of women who visit the pubilo 
schools with a view to becoming useful. 
In the circular of suggestion sent out ty 
the chairman of the educational committee 
the fact that Georgia stood near the bot- 
tom of the list in educational matters was 
brought before the public. This seemed to 
arouse the women all over the state to a 
sense of their duty in the matter, and they 
succeeded in accomplishing a revolution 
throughout the state by awakening a wide- 
spread interest in the’ educational system. 
This work has cecelvyed@ the commendation 
of state officials, and it is with pleasure I 
say that co-Operation exists between the 
club women and é@ducators of Georgia. 
The teachers all over the state have aided 
in forming reading circles for the young, 
and mothers’ meetings where parents and 
teachers together discuss subjects of in- 
terest to the home and school. A Dill has 
been presented by the state federation 
praying that women be admitted to the 
State university and thus have equal ad- 
vantages with men for obtaining a higher 
education. ‘They are also using their tnfiu- 
ence to have women admitted to the textile 
department of the Technological school.

It is evident that 
nearly all the federated clubs in Michigan 
have undertaken some educational work 
The club women have secured the erection 
of a woman’s gymnasium at the State 
University. The building contains an as- 
sembly ‘hall. for 600 women students. Club 
women have recommended improvements in 
the school buildings, and they have ge- 
cured the tinting of walls in the school- 
room in séveral instances, They have pre- 
Sented flags and pictures to other schools 
The clubs also recommended the purchase 
of a picture or statue as a class memorial 
to the school by fts graduates. Mothers’ 
and teachers’ meetings are held by the 
clubs in alniost every town and city in 
Michigan. The Michigan federation sent to 
the president and members of the State 
Teachers’ Association a circular. letter ex- 
pressing their desire to co-operate with that 
organization in establishing closer and truer 
Telations between the home and school, 
and securing such legislation 1s will insure 
the accomplishment of these objects, The 
committee in return sent a letter of appre- 
ciation and kindly agreed to accept the of- 
ter of c0-operation extended by the women’s 
clubs, saying. that they realized more and 
more that the educational interest of the 
Sta.e was becoming dependsnt upon. the 
gererous and loyal support of the women 
of the commonwealth, and that they wel- 
ccined their continued and active ass‘st- 
ance.”

At once the 
mockingbirds tuned up, Jenny Wren 
blew on hér whistle and the violets began 
to show what they can do with a little 
coaxing. 

Now, whether this arrangement is to 
hold good, depends on the ability of | 
spring and summer to hold the fort 
against the raids of the winds of the 
blizzard tribe, which has its headquar- 
ters in the northwest.

The preliminary organization of the 
State fair to be held in Atlanta next 
fall is already well under way, and all 
the developments thus far show that 
there is as much enthusiasm among 
the prominent farmers of. Georgia in 
behalf of the fair as there is earnest- 
ness on the part of those who have the 
matter in hand—and this is saying a 
great deal. 

The premium list has been so far

fair. It will appeal to counties, to 
neighborhoods and to individuals, and 
will cover every branch of industry that 
pertains to the farm or that looks to 
the development of the resources of the 
state. The men who are in charge of 
this part of the work are both experi-

ig & very substantial sum in these times 
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dairy farms in operation, and for the best,. 


second best and third best individual 
displays. These premiums are in the 
shape of substantial rewards for merit, 


~and are likely to be contended for by 


‘many contestants. It will bé found that, 
throughout the list, the effort has been 
to make it worth while for the farmers 
of Georgi®, individually and = collec- 
tively, to enter into friendly competition 
with one another at the fair. The frills 
and furbelows have been carefully trim- 
med away, and the programme calls for 
an old-fashioned Georgia- fair—more ex- 
tensive and complete, in the nature of 
things, than other state fairs have been, 
and yet preserving the general purport 
and complexion of the old-time displays. 
‘At one time, the annual state fairs 
were made the excuse and occasion of 
a reunion of the farmers, their families, 
friends and acquaintances. Those re- 
unions were in the nature of a social 
affair, and they formed very agreeable 
episodes in the experience of the farm- 
ers. It is to be hoped that the coming 
state fair will take that shape. Life is 
now more complex and insistent than it 
used to be, but that fact makes it all 
the more important that those who dig 
from the ground the wealth over which 
the world is scrambling and fighting 
should meet together occasionally, shake 
hands all around, talk about the good 
old times, and see what the rest of the 
farmers are doing. f 


Atlanta’s Public Building Project. 
The appropriation for a new federal 
building in Atlanta, while reported fa- 
vorably to the house of represen‘<atives, 
goes over because of the want of time 
to take it up.

Spain’s Troubles. 

It seems that the fatuous Spaniards 
are hunting for more trouble. The an- 
nouncement is made that the govern- 
ment will be defeated in its efforts to 
secure a ratification of the Paris treaty 
by the cortes.

The names are derived from the Saxons. 
Both among the Romans, however, and 
the Saxons, the several days were dedicated 
to the chief national deities, and in the 
characters of these geveral sets of national 
deities there is, in nearly every instance, 
an obvious analogy and correspondence; 
so that the Roman names of the days have 
undergone little more than a translatjon 
in the Saxon and consequently English 
names. Thus, the first day of the week 
is Sunnan-daeg with the Saxons; Dies Solis 
with the Romans. Monday is Monan-daeg 
with the Saxons; Dies-Lunae with the 
Romans. Tuesday is, among the Saxons, 
Tues-daeg—that is, Tuesco’s Day—from 
Tuesco, &@ mythic person, supposed to have 
been the first warlike leader of the Tue- 
tonic nations. Among the Romans it was 
Dies Martis, the day gf Mars, their god 
of war. The fourth day of the week was, 
among the Saxons, Woden's-daeg, the day 
of Woden or. Oden, another mythical being 
of high warlike reputation among the 
northern nations, and the nearest in char- 
acter to the Roman god of war. Among 
the Romans, however, this day was Dies 
Mercurli, Merecury’s day. The fifth day of 
the week, Thors-daeg of the Saxons, wag 
dedicated to their god Thor, who in his su- 
premacy Over Other gods, and his attribute 
of the Thunderer, corresponds exactly 
with Jupiter, whose day this was (Dies 
Jovis among the Romans). Friday, deds- 
gated to Venus among the Romans (Dies 
Veneris), Was named by the Saxons in 
honor of their corresponding deity (Friga), 
Frige-daeg. The last day of the Week took 
its name of Dies Saturnai and its Saxon 
appellative of Geater-daeg, respectively, 
from. deities who approach each other in 
character... | : 


| LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE- 


The Newnan Case. 

‘Newnan, Ga., March 3, 1898.—Editor Con- 
Stitution—In your issue of yesterday was an 
article on the effort of the patrons of the 
Atlanta and West Point railroad to secure 
better freight rates, in which you were led 
into errors, doubtiess induced by statements 
in the papers in the case filed by the rail- 
road, the correction of which being verbal, 
was not known to your reporter. These 
we ask permission to correct. 

It is not true, as stated in this article, 
that other towns along the line of the road 
refused to join in the effort to secure bet- 
ter freight rates. On the other hand, Fair- 
burn, Moreland, Grantville, Hogansville and 
West Point ali joined Newnan in this ef- 
fort, and contributed aid in: meeting the 
expenses incurred. 

Nor is it true that “individuals and com- 
Panies controlling three-fourths of the 
freight going in and out of Newnan signed 
@ letter to the commission saying they 
had no complaint to make against the rates 
in force.’’ As a matter of fact, the signers 
of this letter represent but a comparatively 
small part of the total freight business done 
at this point. The statement in the letter 
here referred to, giving as a reason for not 
joining in the request for lower local rates 
@ fear that it would result in an increase of 
rates on through freights, if entitled to 
consideration at all certainly lost all of its 
force when it appeared from the answer 
of the railroad that it would result in low- 
ering instead of raising through freight 
rates. The answer filed by the road sets out 
that the proposed reduction of 10 per cent 
would diminish to some extent the revenue 
on business received from and delivered to 
connections, for the reason that the local 
rates of the West Point road measure the 
division of the through rates which this 
line is entitled to receive on a large volume 
of traffic exchanged with connections. 

From no just view of the question could 
the wishes of even a large part of the 
Shippers at this point contro] the rates of 
freight and fasten exorbitant charges upon 
all other shippers on the line of the road, 
and the farmers and other consumers who 
are, aS a matter of. fact, the ones upon 
whom the chief burden of unjust freight 
charges finally falls. 

The statement in the letter referred to as 
to the volume of business done by the 
signers is, however,.incorrect, and should 
in no event have weight in a decision of 
this controversy as they do not touch the 
question as to what are reasonable rates, 
and especially is it of no value when the 
relation of the signers to the business they 
claim to represent and their relation to the 
railroad are considered. 

The active factors in getting up this pa- 
per have interests affecting their position 
on the case which are not in common with 
other patrons along the line of the road. 
The R. D. Cole Manufacturing Company 
does a large amount of. building for and 
contracting with this road from which they 
have received thousands of dollars, besides 
receiving advantages not granted other 
patrons, and are therefore loath to antag- 
onize the road while it is to them a payisg 
patron The family owning the R. D. Cole 
Manufacturing Company are owners of 
stock in the Atlanta and West Point rail- 
road. The name of the Newnan Cotton Mills 
was signed without consultation with its 
Stockholders or directors by one of its 
officers, who ds largely interested in the 

. Cole Manufacturing Company. The 
name of the Coweta Fertilizer Company 
was signed by one of the officers of the 
company who is a director in the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad, without consult- 
ing with its stockholders or directors, and 
his act was disowned by the president and 
by the vice president of the company, who 
were present on the hearing before the com- 
mission insisting upon a reduction in rates, 

One of the directors in this railroad is also 
one of the owners of the Newnan Light and 
Power Company, and the merchant who 
signed is a large stockholder in the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad. 

That the people here want better freight 
rates has not been questioned here and such 
an effort as this made by interested parties 
is the best confirmation. 

We wish this statement published to 
make clear that our contention is that the 
question presented makes an issue between 
the interests of the few and the rights of 
the patrors, including the farmers and 
other consumers affected by the high freight 
rates now. charged, an] this question alone 
ig now presented io the railroad commis- 
sioners. 

We do not understand that the commis- 
sion has yet passed upon the merits of the 
case or rendered a decision thereon, but 
Simply decided for the present not to re- 


gVOke their order suspending their decision 


heretofore rendered, putting the road under 
rule one. 

On the hearing before the commission 
the patrons of the road showed that the 
commission decided in 1897 that this was a 
first-class road, but subsequently suspend- 
ed the order putting it under rule one on 
account of the interference or yellow fever 
and quarantine regulations with its busi- 
néss, that these disturbing elements no 
Icnger existing the reason for suspending 


‘the operations of the order putting it un- 


der ‘rule one had ceased t6 exist: that in 
spite of the heavy loss’of business on ac- 
count of the prevalence of yellow fever and 
strict quarantine regulations, the income of 
the road increased $21,000 in excess of its 
earnings at the time the commission de- 
cided that it was a first-class road; that 
it is earning 19 per cent now on the invest- 
ment; that after paying operating ex- 
penses and interest on $1,282,200 of 6 per 
cent bonds donated to its stockholders, and 
6 per cent dividend on the stock, there re- 
mained a balance of $87,000; that after de- 
ducting from this taxes and the highest 
amount estimated to be the loss of income 
resulting from the proposed reduction in 
rates, there would still be left *the large 
sum of $40,000 surplus; that this road was 
earning a larger per cent on the investment 
than any other road now under rule one; 
that it is earning a larger interest on the 
amount at which it is given in for taxes 
than is any other now "under rule one; 
that its total earnings per mile are greater 
than that of any road now under rule one, 
except the Western and Atlantic, and that 
its local business is much greater than that 
of the Western and Atlantic. 

This and other proof is now before the 
commission for their consideration when 
the case is taken up to permanently class 
this road, and we have no doubt that the 
wishes of those interested in the road will 
be unable to prevail against the rights of 
shippers and consufiers. When the com- 
mission decides upon where the Atlanta 
and West Point road shail be permanent) 
classed, we do not doubt that they will 
place on record reasons which will justify 
their action. 

We only ask of the press fair treatment, 
and feel sure that The Constitution will 
accord it.

Its System of Round Bale for Cotton 
Instead of the Present Plan—Sav- 
ing to Farmers by Putting 
Cotton Into Bats and 
Then Round Bales. 


Baltimore, March 4.—(Special.)—Mr. 
John EB. Searles, the well known 
New York financier, who is now devoting 
hig attention largely to the development of 
cotton thandling and to other southern in- 
terests, and Mr. Richard H. Edmonds, ed- 
itor of The Manufacturers’ Record, reach- 
ed Baltimore today. after a five weeks’ 
tour of investigation of the south. Mr. 
Searles gave to Mr. Edmonds a written 
statement of his views based on his inves- 
tigations in the south, in which he said: 

“I am greatly pleased with the trip and 
much impressed with the development of 
the south and the future of that section. 
The south has for ten years been passing 
through an experimental period, 


been undergoing a test. 
the ordeal and demonstrated to the busi- 
ness world the soundness of the whole 
southern situation. The south is a coun- 
try of such remarkable natural advantages 
that it would. seem to offer the broadest 
opportunities for extensive operations in 
the development. of its mineral and timber 
wealth and the extension of its railroad 
facilities. When the very remarkable com- 
bination of advantages possessed by that 
section in coal, iron, timber and cotton, 
without counting all of the less striking 
resources of phosphates, marbles, granites, 
etc., is taken into account, I can readily 
believe, as Mr. Edmonds has often said to 
me, that there is no other country in the 
world which can duplicate its wealth. Oth- 
er countries have some of these advantages, 
some have iron and coal, some have timber, 
some have marbles and granites, but I be- 
. ileve it is fair to say that no other region 
of the world has them all concentrated in 
such wealth creating

any mill with which I am familiar in New 
Engiand. Its general manager stated that 
it could sell double its present output, the 
demand for its goods coming from all parts 
of the world. In North Carolina I found 
that one county has twenty-two cotton 
mills in operation, with five more pro- 
jected. In that county the farmers are 
said to be so prosperous, owing to the local 
demand for diversified agricultural prod- 
ucts, as to be free from debt, with a good 
supply of cash to their credit, their barns 
filled with corn and their meat houses with 
provisions. 
Progress at Southern Ports. 

“Added to the general industrial advances 
everywhere noticeable, is the very striking 
progress that is being made in the develop- 
ment of southern ports. At Galveston, New 
Orleans, Pensacola, Mobile, Savannah, Nor- 
folk, Newport News’and other ports exten- 
sive enlargements of terminal facilities, in- 
volving a g00d many millions of dollars, are 
being made. And at Newport News, Mr. 
Huntington’s great shfpyard, employing 
about 5,000 hands, has, I learn, about $20,- 
000,000 of work under contract. 

“Looking over the whole situation, as I 
have tried to do, and appreciating some- 
thing of what the south has already ac- 
complished and what its many advantages | 
are, I am thoroughly convinced that there 
are great opportunities in that section for 
broad and comprehensive development. 

“So far as the plans of the American 
Cotton Compeny are concerned, continued 
Mr. Searles, ‘“‘we have for several years 
been at work developing the system of 
putting cotton into a bat directly at the 
gin and then winding it into 4a cylindrical 
bale about the size of a barrel of flour. 
This is practically putting cotton through 
the first stage of manufacture at the gin, 
and will do away with a great deal of 
the work now done at the mill. In this 
compact form, with all air excluded, the 
cotton is non-combustible, thus reducing 
insurance one-half and greatly facilitating 
the shipment of cotton by rail and water. 
Under the old system only about .24,000 
pounds of compressed cotton can be loaded 
in a car, while with our round bales we can 
load a car to its full capacity, whether 
that be 50,000 or 60,000 pounds. In ocean 
transportation our round bale has the same 
advantage. There is a saving of from $3 
to $4 a bale as compared with present 
methods, in which southern farmers and 
transportation companies will largely share, 
and every economy in reducing unneces- 
sary expenses borne by cotton will inure 
to the benefit of the whole south.”

Permanent Organization Will Be Per- 
feeted Next Week. 


MEETING HELD ‘YESTERDAY 


Constitution and By-Laws Have Been 
, Prepared for the Association. 


MUTUAL BENEFIT OF WRITE CITY TEACHERS 


Members of the Society Will Be En- 
titled To Assistance Only in Case 
of Total Disability. 


The association for mutual benefit among 
the teachers of the public schools of the 
city will probably be organized into a per- 
manent organization at a meeting of teach- 
ers to be held at the Boys’ High school 
building next Saturday morning. 


At a meeting held yesterday morning the 
committee of three, consisting of Miss Net- 
tie Sargeant, principal of the Girls’ High 
school, chairman; Miss Gallie Davies, prin- 
cipal of the West End school, and Profes- 
sor T. A. E. Means; principal of Walker 
street school, presented a constitution and 
by-laws for the consideration of those pres- 
ent. 

The constitution and by-laws had been 
printed and copies were distributed among 
the teachers, but after some discussion, it 
was decided to defer the matter of for- 
mally adopting the regulations governing 
the association until next Saturday. At 
that meeting the regulations will have re- 
ceived the third reading, and it is probable 
that several amendments will be offered to 
the regulations as they now stand. 

The printed regulations were distributed 
for the purpose of allowing the teachers 
who/‘desire to become members of the or- 
ganization an opportunity of considering 
the several articles of the constitution and 
by-laws. It is thought that all will be 
prepared to consider the constitution, and 
either amend or adopt it without amend- 
ment for a permanent organization. 

The organization will be known as the 
Teachers’ Mutual Benefit Association of 
the Public Schools of Atlanta, Ga. and 
the purposes of the organization are en- 
tirely mutual and for the benefit of mem- 
bers, who, to be eligible, must be teachers 
in the white public schools of the city. 

All the teachers in the public schools are 
dependent upon their salaries, and when 
there is iliness or suspension, the associa- 
tion will render relief to those of its mem- 
bers laboring unde financial strains, 


Officers of the Association. 

The officers, who will probably be elected 
at the meeting to be held next Saturday, 
will Be a president, one vice president, a 
recording secretary, a financial secretary 
and a treasurer, all of whom, with twelve 
directors, will constitute a board of trus- 
tees, no two from any one school. A ma- 
jority of the trustees will constitute a 
quorum. 

The directors will be elected for a term 
of three years and the officers will be elect- 
ed annually on the third Saturday of 
January of each year and will hold office 
until their successors have been elected 
and qualified.

Paris, February 20.~(Spectal Correspond- 
ence,)—It al) started through the blunder- 
ing tactlessness of the English girl. She 
was having tea here and we were chatter- 
ing, @s women will, when-avery charming 
French woman, one who had spent several 
years in America, and who knows us as 
few of us know ourselves, dropped in. Now, 
anybody would have known that she was 
Parisian-born, for there was no mistaking 
that accent, though I wil] acknowledge in 


Paliiation of the girl’s offense that the ac-

cent is very slight. Still she should have 
known, as I took pains to tell her after- 
wards. She began it by an “Oh, by the 
way, what do you think of the French peo- 
ple? How do you like them?’ Now, it 
wasn’t'so much the question as the way it 
was asked. Of course if it had been asked 
in that same way to American or English 
women, it would have been most inviting, 
for it carried with it the unquestionable 
expectation that wholesale criticism was 
to follow; but for that very reason it was 
Gisagreeable *o the French woman, and she 
blazed out with her eyes—the one way a 
French lady has of blazifg. Then we learn- 
ed a few things to our profit. 

. Boreigners Don’t Know Them. 

“I like. the’ French people very much,” 
she answered, in her low, rich, dramatic 
voice. “Of course I think them the most 
charming people in the world.” ‘ 

“Oh, ah, you?” suggested the English 
girl rather superciliously. 

“Certainly I do,’’ continued the other. 
“And everyone who knows them does. 
But of course few foreigners know them.” 
Here*she flashed flames of scorn toward 
the badly dressed, unruffled English girl 
sipping her tea in unconvinced silence. 

“Yow see,” she went on, “the French peo- 
ple never care to know foreigners/ They 
are very quiet, very retiring. People who so- 
journ her for a time never even see high- 
bred French people unless they go to the 
opera or some of the great cathedrals. They 
are thé most quiet people in the world.” 

“Oh, ah,"’ was all that fell from the lips 
of the English girl, who, having finished 
her tea, departed in cool, unruffled silence 
beneath the blazing eyes of the French 
woman, who turned to me and eand indig- 
nantly, ‘‘How disgusting it is in superficiai 
people to judge the people of a country 
without really knowing them. Now, for 
instance, ‘when Paul ‘Bourget returned from 
America he came raving to me over the 
snobbery, the pretension, and the purse 
pride of many of the people he met there. 


He was just judging America by New | 


York’s most gilded gilt, that fwas all. I 
said to him, ‘My dear friend, if you knew 
America as I know it, after having lived 
there four years, you would find that the 
same unpretentious gentility exists there 
as here; you just didn’t rmeet the people, 
that’s all.’ The same thing is true with 
most of the foreigners who come to Paris.”

Then she went on to speak of some types 
of Americans in Paris, and incidentally of 
Bome experiences which most visitors would | 
have here. “They are nice, charming wo- 
men at heart,’’ she said, ‘“‘but how they do 
mortify us by dressing ‘like Frenchwomen’ 
without at all understanding the type of 
krench women they are copying. They do 
dress like French women, but what French

One of the Faithful Old Slave Negroes 
Dies at Athens, 


WENT THROUGH THE CIVIL WAR 


Watching After the Welfare of His 
Young Master. 


THE YOUNG MAN KILLED AT SEVEN PINES 
As He Fell in Battle He Told His 
Servant To Pick Up His Cap 
and Keep It. 


—— 


Athens, Ga., February 25.—(Special.)—In 
an humble cabin in this city and within 
@ neat but simple coffin there rests the body 
of Uncle Richmond Elier, a darky of the 
old regimie, upon whose head the snows of 
more than seventy winters had fallen. 

Upon the head of the deceased: there rests 
@ ragged and greasy Old cap that has a 
history, iUlustrative of the devotion of the 
old-time southern slave to his young mas- 
ter. 

In 1861, shortly after the outbreak of 
hostilities between the north and south, 
@mong the troops who volunteered and 
went to the front from Clarke county was 
young Joe Elder, a bright and promising 
youth, and the idol of his family, Uncle 
Richmond, then a settled man, couldn't 
stand by and see Marse Joe go out alone. 
So he went with him as his body servant, 
promising the old folks at home that he 
would follow the boy wherever he went 
and stand by him in all trouble. that might 
arise. : 


the early part of the war witnessed old 
Richmond close up to his young master in 
the very thickest of the fight. He never 
flagged in his devotion to the young boy 
and carried out to the letter this parting 
promise to the old folks at home, 

Richmond was with his young master 
when the seven days’ battle around Rich- 
mond began in 1862 and many thrilling 
experiences they went through together un- 
til the battle of Malvern Hill rung down 
the curtain on young Joe Elder’s earthly 
existence, : 

In the midst of that terrific fight a bul- 
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OLD UNCLE RICHMOND. 
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let crashed into the brain of the valliant 
young soldier from Clarke county and he 
pitched forward upon the ground, the blood 
spurting in a great stream from a ghastly 
wound. 

In falling forward the cap of the con- 
federate soldier rolled to the ground, and 
as the faithful darky raised the head of 
his dying master from the ground, he 
heard these words, uttered as they were 
with considerable difficulty: “Rich, pick 
ud my cap and keep it.” In a few min- 
utes Joe Elder was dead, having illustrated 
the bravery and valor of a Georgia vol- 
funteer among the valleys of old Virginia. 

The faithful darky Knéw nothing but 
obedience,. and in answer to his master’s 
command picked up the cap and placed it 
upon his head. Then tenderly he bore the 
body of the dead soldier to the rear upon 
his strong shoulders, while the bullets 
whistled around him and soldiers fell in 
their last agonies in every direction. 

Thirty-seven years have passed sinee 
that day, and faithfully did Richmond 
Elder observe the last command of his¢ 
young master. The’ green grags, the fall- 
ing raihs, the march of time have effaced 
all traces of that valiant young Georgian 
who fell in defense of his country, but 
throughout the years his memory has been 
kept green by af least ene human being, 
and that one his slave and body servant. 

Ol? Uncle Richmond has indeed kept his 
master’s cap. Kept it how well? Kept it 
upon his head for thirty-seven years. 
Asids from wearing a beaver once a year, 
when he went to visit his relatives in 
Oconee county, old Richmond never wore 
any other hat or cap upon his head save 
the one that he picked vp on the battle. 
field of Malvern Hili in 1862. 

Since the war Richmond had been a strik- 
ing figure in Athens, going here and there 
among the people doing odd jobs of work 
and earning his living. Wherever one saw 
old Richmond he would be sure to see 
that-cap.

GIGANTIC ENGLISH FOSSITA. 


Discovery of Relics of a Beast Which 
‘Was Fifty Feet Long. 
From The London Standard. 
A skeleton of exceptional size and more 
than usually perfect has been discovered in 
the neighborhood of Petersborough. It 


| must have measured fifty feet from the end 


of the nose to the tip of the tail, which 
alone was sixteen feet long, and one of the 
principal Lones of the foreleg is four feet 
in length. That is to say, it is only sur- 
passed by the largest of living whales, and 
may very likely have been ten feet in 
height. Geologists call the deposit-in which 
this creature has been found the Oxford 
clay, and it occurs about the middle of the 
Jurassic system. Some .distance below it 
comes the limestones quarries about the 
town of Bath, and yet lower down are those 
of Cheltenham and Linconshire, the latter 
of which are not infrequently brought to 
the metropolis for building purposes; while 
higher up and above a second thick bed of 
clay, named the Kimmeridge, are the lime- 
stones of Portland, used by Wren in St. 
Paul's and the city churches. At the 
time when these Jurassic rocks, including 
some still older beds, called the Lias, were 
being deposited, strange reptiles abounded; 


University museum, at Oxford, possesses 
sSéveral fine relics of this animal, the larg- 
est thighbone being over five feet long. The 
reptile from end to end is supposed to have 
measured about thirty-six feet. 

All these bones were found at a rather 
lower horizon than the Oxford clay, but 
members of the same or‘closely related 
genera, lived on to the end of the Jurassic 
period, and even wandered over the swampy 
delta—a favorite haunt of reptiles—which 
now comes up to the surface in the Weald 
of Kent and Sussex. Strange beasts were 
these ‘‘dragons of the prime.’’ Some took 
to the sea, a terror to the fishes; for their 
jaws were armed with sharply pointed and 
often huge teeth. Others went on four 
legs, trailing a long tail behind; but these 
were comparatively harmless, for they were 
strictly vegetarians, ‘The forelegs of others 
were considerably smaller than the hind, 
though they preserved the length of their 
tails. They might, perhaps, be decribed as

kangaroos.: Their habitg may have Leen 
Similiar, but they would find their weight 
ili suited for leaping. Many of these rep- 
tines, though inferior in size to the cetio-

equal some monsters already known to 
American savants, That continent keeps up 
{ts reputation for big things even in its 
fossil beasts. Among them are the largest 
reptiles, and perhaps the largest mammals, 
yet known to science. Their remains, un- 
earthed tn Colorado and other western re- 
gions, have been described by Professor 
Marsh and the late Professor Cope. Very

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Boiling Away ea Dime. 

Professor M, I. Pupin, of Columbia col- 
lege, boiled a 10-cent piece the other day, 
and watched it dissolve and pass away in 
the form of a vapor, just as any one might 
do With a pot of water. While he was 
doing it he declared that any substance on 
earth might be boiled and made to become 
vapor, if only you had heat great enough to 
do it. He did not except granite rock. He 
. also said that any liquid or gas might be 
frozen solid if only you could surround it 
with sufficient cold. He did these things 
to prove that the physical condition of ev- 
ery substance on earth is merely the re- 
sult of temperature. 


First he boiled his dime. 
into small pieces, which he placed in the 
hollow carbon of an electric arc lamp. 
Anyone who has examined the discarded 
carbons of an are lamp will have noticed 
that one of the carbons ie always pointed, 
while the other carbon has a smal! cup-like 
hole in the end. When the lamp is lighted 
the carbons stand one above ‘the other, the 
sharp point of one carbon fitting into the 
“cup” of the other. It was in this Httle 
cup that Professor Pupin boiled his dime 
Probably it was the smallest pot and the 
hottest fire in the world, He placed the 
Pieces of the dime in the hollow end of the- 
one carbon and fixed the other pointed car- 
bon down against them. Then he turned 
on the electric current. He had arranged 
his apparatus in front of a magic lantern, 
so that the whole thing could be seen on @ 
large white screen. The carbons, the dime 
and, in fact, everything, could be viewed 
Plainly. Of course the electric current 
passing between the carbons made them 
very hot, and the oup*soon become filled 
with a white heat. It was wonderful to see 
how quickly the silver dime melted and 
simmered, and finally boiled. It really 
danced around in the little pot like any 
jiquid, getting smaller and.smaller as it 
turned to vapor and passed away into the 
atmosphere. In about two minutes the 
last of it was seen to float away in vapor 
and disappear, The 10-cent piece had, in 
fact, boiled away. Of course a silver dol- 
lar could have been boiled away if large 
enough carbons were used. The experiment 
illustrates the principle of the electric fur- 
nace in which diamonds are made. Mois- 
Sau made dlamonds by employing a number 
of carbons arranged something like the two 
used by Professor Pupin.

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Work for Boy Carpenters. 

With a saw and a chisel, or even A 
knife. a boy may acquire a little mechanical 
skill in cutting out of a piece of wood the 
trick puzzle shown in No. 1. It consists of 
two parts. Nos. 3 and 4, which fit tightly 
towether and are mysteriously locked. 

From a strip of wood one Inch thick saw 
off a block 2% inches long by 2 Inches wide. 
Proceed to cut it to the shape of the figure 
shown in No. 2. first cutting away from the 
front of the block a slice % of an inch 
thick and 1% inches deems The groove a is 
made % inch deep and % inch high. 

Now when the block js cut down through 
the center each half will be exactly alike; 
and one of these is to be made like No. 3, 
care being taken to mark and cut accurate- 
ly. The corner b is cut down 3-16th of an 
inch and the hollow at the point c is cut 
to the same depth. The two grooves d 
and e are cut exactly like c and b. 

In No. 4 the grooves are cut exactly like 
thase of No. 8, except that they run in the 
opposite direction. It will be noticed also 
that the corners f (and the opposite corners 
in No. 3) are not cut off exactly to a point. 
If properly cut the two parts will then fit 
together as in No. 1. 

The trick of locking them together com- 
pleteas the work. Cut a large wire nail in 
half, keeping the end without the head. 
Bore two holes at the points g, exactly in 
the center, so that when the blocks are 
together they will be opposite. The hole in 
No. 3 should be quite deep, and the size 
should be such that the piece of metal can 
be jarred forward and back. Put the parts 
together with the nail in place, ard by 
rapping on the bottom of No. 4 the metal 
will bolt the puzzle together, only f6 be @is- 
engaged by hitting the opposite end of the 
puzzle. . 


Electrifying Rosin. 
A beautiful experiment was performed 
recently by Professor McNutt, of Bethle- 
hem, Pa.* Any boy may perform the feat 
if he has access to a glass plate electrical 
machine such As may be ‘found in any 
school.

Startling Experiment with String.

Talking About the Wedding. 

The golien vears which have fallen 
aéross the pathway of the Georgia philoso- 
pher and kis wife have brought to them 
that crown of 6ld age—a large and devoted 
family, troops of friends and a thorough 
assimilation with each other. Not that 
either has lost identity, or that there has 
come in any relaxation of self-opinion, for 
each one has firm convictions which are 
not necessarily at all times the same, but 
they have learned the art of avoiding con- 
fiiet. They are just as intensely two as 
they are truly one—a paradox, probably, 
but a unton which has been cemented by 
the alchemy of heaven. 

“There are several of our old wedding 
attendants still im life,”’ said Major Smith, 
as he settled himself down in a home-made 
chair, such a one, perhaps, as was the rule 
fifty years dgo, “and our daughters have 
taken the notion that something ought to 
be done to commemorate the half century 
of our marriage. I know but little of what 
they want us to do upon that occasion. 
We are just holding ourselves in readiness 
for the part to which they propose to @s- 
sign us.” 

“We thave already received the first pres- 
ent to father,” said Miss Marion, ‘‘a pair

“That's so, neither of us went back tod 
books, beeause I felt that a man of twenty- 
twdé was old enough to marry, and I was 
anxious that my bride should not pass six- 
teen. In weddings then there was more 
love and less clothes—’’ 

“T had the best trousseau ever made in 
the county,” came from Mrs. Smith. 

“And you knew what you were getting.” 

Here the major was called upon to re- 
member that he was to relate straight his- 
tory and was not writing Bill Arp let- 
ters. 

“In those early days there was strict 
integrity among the people, plenty In the 
land, but at the same time there was 
reither extravagance nor self-indulgence. 
Schooled amid the necessities of a new 
country, the people were hardy and earn-

The Weddings of Long Ago. 

“In what respect did weddings then differ 
from weddings now?” was asked. | ; 

“Tf I was a girl today,” said Mrs, Smith, 
taking this question up, “and was about to 
marry, I would never allow my picture to 
be printed in the newspapers to be hawked 
about and looked at by everybody. I do not 
believe in the publicity with which such 
events are now conducted. Fifty years ago 
we did not meet wedding ests with such 
offerings as chicken salad on lettuce leaves, 
At olir wedding there was set a long table, 
around which our friends all gathered. In 
the center was a pyramid cake three feet 
high, with a statuesque wedding party sur- 
mounting it. At each end were half-moons, 
stars and syllabub. Then. we had home-/ 
made ham and turkey baked on the open 
hearth with coals on top and bottom.” 

“T can smell the odor of that feast yet,” 
said the major. . 

“There was abundance on the table and 
more to replenish it. That was the custom 
at all weddings. Then the infair followed 
at Father Smith’s house the next day, 
where equal abundance and hospitality 
reigned. The people from all the surround- 
ing country attended. Mr. Smith wore a 
black suit, frock coat and buff vest—and the 
sult was real broadcloth, too. My wedding 
dress was of white swiss and thread lace. 
According to the custom there was @ sec- 
ond day’s dress, which had to be in keep- 
ing with the wedding dress, and after that 
other dresses for general use. The second 
day's dress was always expected to be of 
some unusual pattern, and there was great 
rivalry among the girlg in this respect. 
Our wedding invitations were written: and 
clasped together by doves. I was young 
when I married, just passing sixteen, but 
then my mother married at fifteen. 
. have been looking up the list of those who 
were present at our wedding, and have 
found still living Dr. Jamés F’. Alexander 
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cluded the honeymoon period of our lives, 
and we began to look out for the realities 
of \ife. Shoes were a precious article then, 
and ene pair was expected to last a year. 

My only promise made to my father-in-law 
was that I would tncrease the allowance 
and make it thirteen a year, but as the 
children kept coming on for shoes, I had to 
recall this.’’ 

The Romance of Ancestry. 

It might be well at this point to gather 
up the facts as to the parentage of this 
venerable couple. Mrs. Smith was the 
daughter of Judge N. L. Hutchins, of Gwin- 
nett county, who had married the daugh- 
ter of Hon. Hines Holt, of Columbus, 4 
family widely spread in Georgia and trac- 
ing its origin back to Virginia. Hon. N. L. 
Hutchins, the son of the late Judge Hutch- 
ins, is a brother of Mrs. Smith, and has 
just finished a distinguished service upon 
the same superior bench occupied by his 
father. 

Considerable romance surrounds the par- 
entage of Major Smith. In the early part 
of the century there was considerable 
building in Savannah, but a scarcity of 
brick. It was the custom for coastwise ves- 
sels to carry brick from Boston to Savan- 
nah. A yeung schoolteacher named Smith, 
during a vacation, loaded a ship for ‘this 
service, which was wrecked near Savannah, 
its owner escaping with only his life. He 
sought work in one of the stores, where hig 
employer, noticing his brightness, learned 
his story, and suggested to him that a lady 
named Mrs, Williamson was in the city 
looking for a teacher to go to her home in 
Liberty county. The parties were brought 
together and Mr. Smith gave up all present 
idea of going back to Massachusetts. 

At this point, as the novelists would say, 
the plot began to thicken. Charleston wag 
devastated by the worst visitation of yellow 
fever Which had ever visited her limits. An 
Irish Tefugee of the °'98 struggle, named 
James Maguire, who had married the 
daughter of a sea captain, was stricken, 
and with his wife, both. died the same 
night and their bodies were hurried off to 
the sepulture. They kept “two children, a 
boy of nine and a girl of seven; who were 
sent off with the other refugees to seek 
Shelter elsewhere. The. children became 
Separated and the girl found herself alone 
in Savannah, where she was taken care of 
by whe Sisters of Charity, a Catnolic order, 
which was then there. In time this child 
passed to Mrs, Williamson, of Liberty coun- 
ty, for adoption, and thus became a pupil of 
the shipwrecked teacher. This Mrs. Wil- 
liamson was the mother of Dr. Goulding 
aud the grandmother of #rank o. Guuiding. 

Subsequently the girl was transferred to 
a Mrs, Alliston, a relative of Washington 
Aliston. Ina few years this family moved 
up to Gwinnett county, and a year later 
Mr. Smith concluded to seek a school in the 
same county—and the girlas well. : Their 
marriage followed, and the couple settled 
down to the work of life. 

One day Mr. Smith returned home to find 
his wife in tears. She confessed that her 
heart was breaking because of her ignor- 
ance of her brother’s whereabouts. Before 
their marriage Mr. Smith had _ visited 
Charleston for the purpose of finding 
clews, but all to no effect, save that the 
ship on which the boy had been carried 
away had probably gone to Boston. His 
wife’s tears determined him to make one 
more effort, and he sent the following ad- 
vertisement to a Boston newspaper: 


JAMES MAGUIRE—If he is living, and 
would like to hear from his long-lost 
sister, Carolin, whose parents died in 
Charleston of yellow fever,-he ‘will 
please address the undersigned at Law- 
renceville, Georgia. 


To go back and bring up the story: James 
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his sister telling the story of hia life, an- 
nouncing his purpose of- going to see her 
at the earliest possible moment, and com- 
mitted it to the inland mail. Next day he 
went to Boston to inquire about ehip sail- 
ings, and found that a vessel for Charles- 
ton was just drawing anchor. Without 
hesitation he became a passenger, and in 
time reached Augusta, where he.took the 
old stage line for Lawrenceville, On the 
way he inquired about Smith, who, he learn- 
ed, was postmaster at Lawrenceville; and 
& man of sterling worth. The same stage 
coach which carried the passenger carried 
the letter, showing that sea travel’ was as 
fast as that on land at the time. The pas- 
senger went to the tavern for a few minutes 
and then reached the house of his sister 
as they were reading his letter. 

“In return,” said Major Smith, “father 
and mother went to visit my uncle, . They 
went By sea, were buffeted about by a 
storm, and were out for thirty-seven days. 
They resolved to return by land, and in 
the whole journey southward they never 
crossed a railroad! That will show you 
the change of a half century!’ 

The Realities. of Life. 

In 1851 Rome was @eveloping as a point of 
promise in Georgia, and Major Smith, who 
had been admitted to the bar, resolved to 
open his practice there. He went into 
partnership with Hon. John W. H. Under- 
wood, and for thirteen years this firm did 
a large part of ‘the legal business of that 
section, when Mr. Undérwood was elevated 
to the bench, After that Major Smith 
entered into partnership with Colonel Bran- 
ham, until the latter was also placed upon 
the bench, when he resolved to retire to a 
farm. This long career at the bar was 
marked by much cuccess, and through it 
all Major Smith carried himself with that 
high ccurtesy and tenderness of feeling 
which made him dear to all with whom he 
came in contact, There were the usual 
excitements and allurements which enter | 
into the lives of all who practice at the 
‘Dar. 

It was about this period that began the. 
evolution of “Bill Arp,’’ a name which for 
over thirty-seven years has become a mem- 
ber of so many families all through the 
country. The gathering war clouds had 
reached the culmination of a proclama- 
tion from President Lincoln for the dis- 
posal of opposition to the authority of the 
union within twenty days.

Then -our dear 
parents passed away and left us to fight 
our battles alone, and we have long since 
learned that life's victory is to suffer and 
be strong—to look upon the bright sid&to 
enjoy the blessings of the present rather 
than lament those we have lost or borrow 
trouble that may never come. 

In looking backward over our wedded 
life IT can say that we have had more than 
our share of peace and joy—of comfort and 
luxury—of health and strength; more than 
usually falls to the lot of mortals.. As we 
look around or read the public press we 
learn of misery and distress, sickness and 
want all over this blessed land, and there 
are thousands of unhappy creatures ldn- 
guishing in the prisons while their wives 
and mothers and children suffer and grieve 
in broken-hearted homes, It grieves us 
to think of these, and we can but rejoice 
that Providence has granted to us a better 
fate.

THE WEATHER. 


Washington, Marc *“s 4.—Weather condal- 
tions and general forecast: 

The southwest storm has continued its 
slow progress northeastward, increasing in 
intensity and is central tonight in eastern 
Kentucky. General rains have resulted 
from the gulf states northeastward, except 
in the south Atlantic states. In the middle 
Mississippi valley the rain has turned to 
snow during the day. Frequent thunder 
storms have also occurred east and south 
of the storm center. There has been a 
decided fall in the temperature in the 
central valleys and west gulf states, al- 
though they are now here unseasonably 
low. They are high in the middie and south 
Atlantic states. 

Lower temperature will prevail in the 
upper Ohio valley, south Atlantic and east 
gulf states. 

High winds are indicated on the Atlantic 
coast, generally east, except along the 
southern portion, where they will be from 
south to southwest. Storm signals are dis- 
played along the Atlantic coast from Savan- 
nah to Kastport and New Orleans and Port 
Eads.
